PASTEURIZED — 
MILK PLANT 


—————— Fs 
Wisconsin Man Installing Machinery 
for Modern Dairy Outfit for 
This City 


Ww. W. Prevey, of Wisconsin, and 


some local men thave completed all ar- 
rangements for the inauguration of a 
pasteurized milk business in Edmon- 
ton. Mr. Prevery has his machinery 
on the way now and has leased the 
old creamery premises, down near the 
bridge, where he intends to put inhis 
plant. He hopes to be delivering Paste- 
urized milk in the city by the first of 
May. 

The pasteurizing process is the mo- 
dern way of handling milk and cream 
and is accepted by the medical men as 
being the only guarantee against the 
transfer of contagious. germs so dan- 
gerous to health, especially in the sum- 
mer season. This process to describe 
it briefly, is a scientific steriliza- 
tion of the products of the dairy, by 
which everything in the nature of a 
dangerous germ is killed, and the milk 
is delivered in a form that is absolute- 
ly safe at all times. 

Similar to many other 
regarding which there is more or less 
mystery to these not familiar with it, 
pasteurization is in itself a compara- 
tive simple process. 

Stripped of all technical terms, it is 
simply a process of heating the sub- 
stance to be pasteurized to a tempera- 
ture that will destroy the prevalent 
disease germs contained in it, and again 
cooling it in order to prevent the spores 
from germinating. The difficulty con- 
nected with the process lies in accom- 
plishing this result without injuring 
the substance pasteurized, or changing 
and performing the 
work in the most convenient, econom- 


processes, 


| ical, thorough. and satisfactory manne*. 


Thereare perhaps no substances s0 
susceptible to all forms of facteria that 
form a part of the food commonly used 
by the human family as milk and 
cream. Few people understand that the 
rapid decay, cr what is;commonly call- 


ed in its first appearance ‘‘souring,” 


|is caused by the presence of bacteria. 


Milk or cream can be ‘‘kept’ on ice, 
but the process of decomposition is only 
arrested, the cause is not destroyed. 

After having been pasteurized milk or 
cream can be held for a considerable 
time without the aid of ice or any 
special care, except that it should not 
be exposed to the air. With this pro- 
cess time and distance are no longer a 
vital consideration in marketing 
or cream, anc loss by sour milk should 
no longer be experienced.

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ARE BUSY 


Immense Drive of Saw Logs Coming 
Down the Saskatchewan to 
be Milled Here 


————— 


The log drive from up the Saskatche~ 
wan, which will this year be the larg- 
est ir history, has been started down 
the river, and with anything like fav- 
orable conditions should commence to 
reach the city within three weeks, or 
not later than a month. The first logs 
to reach the city will be those of the 
Fraser drive, which were cut at White 
Whale Creek and were firstinthe wat- 
er. J. A. L. McDougall of this city is 
handling the drive and has 16 men 
working. There are 20,000 logs in the 
drive. 

The Walters logs are being put into 
the river farther up, at Buck Creek, 
and will follow the Fraser iogs down. 
The Walters cut this year will tota! 
200,000 logs, which will mill up to 
neari:y 14,000,000 feet. The camps are 
scattered from 36 miles up the river 
to 150 miles up. 

The Clark logs, which are a compar- 
atively small cut, to be used for build- 
ing the mill which is to be constructed 
near the Edmonton-Strathcona bridge, 
will be the last to reach the city. It 
will probably be along in June before 
the logs are all down. In the mean- 
time the camps are breaking up and the 
lumber men are coming into the city 
from all points up the river. 


BRIDGE REPAIRED AT FORT 

If the hopes of the local officials of 
the C.N.R. are realized, traific will 
be resumed over the Fort bridge this 
evening and the eastern express will 
leave from the Edmonton depot for 
Winnipeg. 

The construction department has been 
doing some tall hustling to get the 
bridge in shape. During the past few 
days there have been 236 mén working 
On and about the bridge. The steel 
structure has been completed to the 
third pier on the east side, spanning 
the entire water stretch, and the 
trestle between the pier and the ri- 
ver bank has been rebuilt. 

The delay at the bridge has caused 


quite an extensive freight blockade 
which it will take the company some

“Canada leads the world in railway 
mileage on a basis of population,” says 
the Engineering Journal of Canada, in 
a recent railway issue. “ Ratios of 
mileage to population are as attached. 
Canada has one mile of railway to 
299 people. United States has one mile 
to 970 people. France has one mile 
to 1317 people. Germany has one mile 
to 1818 people. Great Britain has one 
mile to 1850 people. Russia has one 
mile to every 3400 people.

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RAILROAD PERSONALITIRS : : 


(From Engineering Journal of Canada.) 
Sir Thomas Shaughnessy is an Irish- 
man by descent and a life-long railway 


man. He was born in Milwaukee ani 
his first job on a railway was in the 
purchasing department of the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul*Railway, of 
which, in 1869, he became gensral s‘ore- 
keeper. There he attracted the nctice 
of /Mr. Van Horne, who, in 1882, on

pusseuger agent Of the new Canawan 
road. Mr. Shaugnnessy bécame as- 
sistant general manager in 1884, and 
succesdcd Sir William Van Horn on‘ine 
latter's return to the United 
Stetes as a railroad builder. 

Mr. C. M. Hays, general manager of 
the Grand Trunk, has been a life-long 
railway man, and another example, like 
Sir Thomas Shaughnessy and Sir Wil- 
liam Van Horne, of the American in 
our railway system. Born in Illinois, 
in 1856, Mr. Hays, at the age of i7, en- 
tered the passenger department of the 
Iilinois and Pacific Company at Si. 
Louis. From 1878 to 1884 he was sec- 
retary to the general manager of the 
Missouri Pacific; in °84 secretary to 
the “G. M..”’ of the Wabash, St. Louis 
and Pacific; in ’86 assistant to the 
“G. M.,” and in ’89 general manager 
of the Wabash, of which he became 
Vice-President in ‘94. A year later Mr. 
Hays became the managing head of the 
G. T. R., in which capacity hg has 
served ever since.

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MR, MONK’S IDEA OF A SETTLE- 
MENT 


Mr. F. D. Monk, Conservative mem- 
ber for Jacques Cartier, introduced a 
resolution in the Federal House a few 
days since urging the government to 
make some substantial recognition of 
the services of the Fenian raid veter- 
ans. The resolution in itself was splen- 
didly vague, but in his address in sup- 
port Mr. Monk outlined the proposal 
that this recognition should take the 
form of grants of western land and 
gave expression to a somewhat curi- 
ous notion of a setilement policy for 
the Northwest. The influx of immi- 
grants appears to troubie the gentle- 
man from Jacques Cartier and he said 


in this connection: 

“If we turn to the report of the 
Department of the interior, which 
shows how our territory in the 
Northwest is being settled, we find 
that at this moment those who are 
availing themselves of the extreme- 
ly favorable conditions as to settle- 
ment are mostly foreigners. Whe- 
ther the propaganda, the advertise- 
ment of the extreme advantage in set- 
tling our Northwest has been carried 
on more actively. outside the coun- 
try than inside, or whether it is that 
the inhabitants of the older provinces 
are satisfied with their lot and care 
little for going up to settle in the 
Northwest, the fact remains that 
these lands which we are disposing 
of are falling largely into the hands 
of foreign immigrants. Let me give 
the figures for 1902, 1993 and 1904, 


the last years of which we have 
complete returns. These are the 


three last years of which we have 
record. In 1902 we had 14,672 immi- 
grants taking up homestead entries 
in the Northwest. In 1903 the whole 
of the homestead entries in the North- 
west amounted to 31,283. The last 
year of which we have record is 1904, 
in which there were 26,073 homestead 
entries. Now, out of these 26,078 
homesteaders, representing, according 
to this report, for 1903-4, 68,381 souls, 
what proportion was Canadian? The 
larger number were from the prov- 
ince of Ontario, from which there 
were 3.692 homesteaders; from the 
province of Quebec only 429; from 
the province of Nova Scotia 131: from 
New Brunswick, 102; from Prince 
Edward Island, 87; from Manitoba,

people would be assured, and you 
would create what I think is neces- 
gary—a warm interest among our 


own people in the settlement of these 
lands ,you would give them an idea 
what these lands are worth, and at 
the same time fulfi! the object which 
I had in view when I gave notice of 
this motion, and which is to acknow- 
ledge the services renderei by this 
large and influential class of people 


who represent our veteran voiun- 
teers.”’

wished to appear to propound was that 
the vacant lands of the Northwest should 
be settled not by immigrants from oth- 
er countries, but by transplanted Can-

Stripped of its beclouding language, 


the proposal of Mr. Monk is thai in- 


stead of permitting this vacani 
land to be settled by immigrants, 
that, first, each veteran be giv- 
on a free quarter section wiinout 
homestead duties, or, second, that he 
be given a quarter section provided 
some relatives will do the homestead 
duties. 

These alternative proposals differ in 
form only, not in substance. The ef- 


fect of either would be to transfer the 


possession of the land to a non-resi- 
dent either on conditions which placed 
no obligation on him to bring such 
land into use or on conditions which 
could not and would not induce its con- 
tinuous devotion to production.
